On Sept, 22 the Soviet Govern- 
ment announced the disclosure of a 
powerful counter revolutionary so- 
ciety, embracing organizations of 
the meat, fish, veretable and other 
food industries, as well as the Com- 
missariat of Trade and state plan- 
ning institutions. 

The. Ogpu (secret police) charged 
the society with striving to create 
a food panic throughout the coun- 
try, thus exciting the resentment 
of the population and preparing 
the ground for the overthrow of 
the proletarian dictatorship. The 
authorities said it was the purpose 
of the conspirators to establish a 
bourgeois democracy. 

The society was headed, it was 
said, by Prof. Alexander Ryaz- 
antzev, chairman of the Meats 
Products Department of the Com- 
missariat, formerly a rich land- 
owner and a General in the czarist 
army. The society included high 
officials in all branches of the 
soviet food and distributing insti- 
tutions. Most of the members were 
former noblemen, czarist officers, 
manufacturers and property own- 
ers. 

The secret police declared that, 
according to a confession which 
they obtained, the society was ini- 
tiated and subsidized by a British 
meat packing firm. 

Those arrested were understood 
to have been tried by a police body 
instead of the Supreme Court. 


175 PERSONS REPORTED DEAD 
IN TAJIKISTAN EARTHQUAKE 


300 Said to Be Injured Near Stal- 
inabad in Soviet Social- 
ist Republic.

ASSESSED 30 PCT. 


Deficit of $27,820 Due’ to 
Permanent Improvements 
and Rise in Stage Hands’ 
Pay. 


INCOME OF $490,096 
LARGEST IN 12 YEARS 


But Only Three Produc- 
tions Out of 12 Showed 
a Profit — Average Cost 
Per Week $43,159. 


The guarantors of the 1930 Mu- 
nicipal Opera season will be 
sessed 30 per cent of their guar- 
antees, by vote of the directors of 
the Municipal Theater Associatian 
today, following the announcement 
that the deficit for the season was 
$27,280. There are 558 guaran- 
tors, who signed for a total some- 
what less than $100,000. 


No individual guararttor’.§ sub- 
scribed more than $1000, hence no 
individual will be called on to pay 
more than $300. The Associated 
Retailers signed for $15,000. The 
directors voted te recommend to 
fature directorates that, if any fu- 
ture season yields a surplus suffi- 
cient to repay the 1930 guarantors, 
this shall be done. The 1919 guar- 
antors, who paid a deficit of $11,- 
634, were repaid from the surplus 
of 1922. Other past deficits were 
in 1928, $3412, and in 1929, $14,- 
431. These were met without as- 
sessing guarantors. 

Comparison of the items of ex- 
pense with those of previous years 
shows that the deficit can be at- 
tributed either to the increased 2x- 
penditures on stage and auditorium 
improvements, the stage improv2- 
ment costing $37,172 as against 
$3713 in 1929, or to the increase in 
stage hands’ salaries, this item be- 
ing $71,689 as compared with $41,- 
138 ini929. Much of the § stage 
work and the increased pay of 
stage hands, was due to the more 
elaborate character of this sea- 
son’s shows. 

This year’s expenditures ex- 
ceeded the budget set up last 
March by $83,298. The season's 
receipts, also, were far above cal- 
culations. Both the expenditures 
and the income were the largest in 
the association’s records. 

Total income was $490,096, an 
increase of $143,553 over 1929. Of 
ticket sales provided $463,- 
583, and program advertising, 
membership dues and other sources 
of income yielded $26,513. Total 
expenses were $517,916, or $156,- 
941 more than last year. The aver- 
age weekly cost was $43,159, as 
compared to $30,081 last year. 


Three Weeks Show Profit. 


Of the 12 weeks, in which 11 op- 
eras were produced, three weeks 
showed a profit, and nine a loss, 
by a system of bookkeeping which 
credits each week with its propor- 
tional share of the generzl  ex- 
penses, and of the income outside 
ticket sales. The profitable weeks 
were those of ‘“‘Desert Song,” witn 
a profit of $8144; “Blossom Time,” 
$4518, and the second week of 
“Show Boat,” $5809. 

The week showing the largest 
loss was that of “Mme. Pompa- 
dour,” with a deficit of $11,222. 
Other weeks showing losses were 
those of “Nina Rosa” (10 -er- 
formances), $5240; “Circus Prin- 
cess” (six performances), $5891;

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OVER FREE BROGE 
AFTER 13 YEARS 


New Engine, With Mayor 
Miller and Others in Cab, 
Breaks Ribbon Over 
‘Tracks After Ceremonies. 


44 FREIGHT CARS 
CROSS THE RIVER 


Two Cabooses and Two 
Coal Cars Carry 100 
Guests of Road, Including 
Several Aldermen. 


Two freight trains,-one of 25 
cars and the other 19, were hauled 
eastward over the Municipal Bridge 
by the Manufacturers’ Railway this 
morning, inaugurating train serv- 
ice over the city’s $8,000,000 span 
over the Mississippi River. 

Thus 13 years after its comple- 
tion the bridee began to be used 
in one of the major’. services for 
which it was designed back in 
1906. The bridge was completed 
early in 1917 and on Jan. 20 of 
that year the highway deck was 
opened free to the public and since 
then with the growth of the auto- 
mobile has become an important 
factor in the city’s transportation. 

Preceding the movement of the 
trains over the bridge, short cere- 
monies were held at the foot of 
Carroll street, where the southern 
approach begins. Mayor Miller de- 
livered an address, reviewing the 
history of the structure and pre- 
dicting that it soon will prove of 
great value in facilitating traffic 
into and out of St. Louis. 

Following the ceremonies, the 
first train moved slowly up to 
break a red, white and blue ribbon 
stretched across the tracks. The 
engine was new, a powerful booster 
type, one of two purchased by the 
Manufaeturers’ Railway for its 
bridge service. 

Mayor and Busch in Cab. 

In the cab were Mayor Miller, 
August A. Busch, owner of the 
road; President Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service, and Pres- 
ident Arthur E. Wright of the rail- 
road, all wearing new striped over- 
alls of regulation railroad style. 

Mayor Miller pulled the whistle 
cord and as the train moved on 
other locomotives in the rds 
nearby, belonging to the Terminal 
Railroad Association and the Mis- 
souri Pacific, joined in a shrill 
salutation. A little later, as the 
train passed over the main span, 
the hoarse whistle of a barge line. 
tug greeted it. A thin line of spec- 
tators was gathered at the rail of 
the highway deck to watch. 

At the end of the train were two 
cabooses and two coal cars carry- 
ing more than 100 guests of the 
railroad. Among them were Presi- 
dent Neun of the Board of Alder- 
men, City Counselor Muench, As- 
sociate City Counselor Forrest G. 
Ferris Jr., several Aldermen and 
Cleveland A. Newton, special coun- 
sel for the Bridge Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen. President 
Wright had invited all who attend- 
ed the ceremonies to ride and many 
accepted. 

Banners on Many Cars. 

Closely following the first train 
was the second of 25 cars pulled 
by another new locomotive. Many 
of the cars carried banners nam- 
ing the product with which they 
were loaded, as boxes, kegs, vine- 
gar. 

In yards of the Alton & South- 
ern Railroad in East St. Louis the 
freight cars were piaced on sidings 
for delivery to other carriers, and 
the cars carrying the guests were 
attached to a train of loaded coal 
ears. One of the new engines was 
turned and pulled this train west- 
ward over the bridge to deliver the 
coal to Anheuser-Busch, Inc., and 
other consignees. Shortly follow- 
ing came another train load of 
coal. 

It was quickly calculated by 
Max Doyne, one of the city’s con- 
sulting engineers, that the sum due 
the city om account of the move- 
ment was $83, more or less. Mayor 
Miller had proudly said in his ad- 
dress that the bridge was about to 
earn its first revenue for the city. 

Under the terms of the ordi- 
nance governing use of the bridge, 
the railroad is to pay the city $1 
‘for each loaded freight car, 50 


and $2 for each locomotive sent 
across. The rate for passenger 
trains, none operated by the lines, 
is $1.50 a car. The Manufacturers’ 
Railway and the Alton & Southern 
have obtained permits from the 
city to use the bridge and have 
given bonds to guarantee perform- 
ance of their obligations.

ROOSEVELT OUT 
AS VIGE GOVERNOR 
OF PHILPPINES 


Accepts Ministry to Hun- 
gary — Appointment to 
Island Port Roused Vio- 


lent Opposition.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—The 
resignation of Nicholas Roosevelt 
of New York, as Vice Goverfor ef 
the Philippines and his appoint- 
ment as Minister to Hungary, was 
announced today at the White 


House. 

No success to Roosevelt as vice 
governorship of* the .Philippines 
has been chosen. Roosevelt's ap- 
pointment was sent to the Senate 
in the closing days of the last ses- 
sion, but the urgings of Philippine 
leaders in this country for hear- 
ings on the nomination led Chair- 
man Bingham of the Territories 
Committee to defer efforts to ob- 
tain confirmation until the next 
session. 

In his letter of resignation 
Roosevelt, a writer on the Philip- 
pines ,told the Presidént a “‘yne- 
sided propaganda has tended to 
create in the Philippine Islands a 
state of mind prejudicial to my 
present usefulness, as Vice Gover- 
nor.” > 
“If prolonged,” Roosevelt added, 
“this situation is apt to have un- 
fortunate repercussions in the next 
session of Congress, during which 
vitally important discussions of 
Philippine problems will présuma- 
i bly occur. 

“The fundamental issues then to 
be considered should not be com- 
plicated by questions connected 
with my appointment, nor should 
any controversy about my views be 
permitted to embarrass Philippine- 
American relations. 

“Under the circumstances, I have 
decided to place my resignation as 
Vice Governor of the Philippine Is- 
lands in your hands, believing 
that my services can be more use- 
ful elsgwhere. Your acceptance of 
it will not lessen my deep interest 
in Far Eastern affairs nor diminish 
the eagerness with which I look 
forward to revisitirg the Philip- 
pines.”

LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 24.—The 


profound mystery which has sur- 
rounded the brief candidacy of 
George W. Norris, 31-year-old gro- 
cer, for the Republican senatorial 
nomination in Nebraska cracked 
wide open when Norris and _ his 
attorney, Paul Johnson, confessed 
to the Nye slush fund committee 
that the real instigator and backer 
of Norris’ candidacy was Victor 
Seymour, Western manager of the 
Republican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee, a national party organ- 
ization, headed by Senator George 
Moses of New Hampshire. 

They admitted late yesterday aft- 
ernoon that Seymour paid Norris’ 
filing fee of $50; that he prepared 
the announcement of entry into the 
race, and that he reimbursed the 
grocer for his time and expense 
with a $500 Government bond 
transmitted through Johnson. The 
object of the whole scheme, they 
said, was to force Senator George 
W. Norris to withdraw from the 
ballot and run for re-election as an 
independent. 

Chairman Nye and Senator Dale 
(Rep.), Vermont, who are conduct- 
ing the inquiry, are considering the 
advisability of transmitting the en- 
tire record to the United States 
District’ Attorney, with a view to 
causing the institution: of perjury 
prosecutions. Both Johnson and 
Grocer Norris yesterday admitted 
having testified falsely on previous 
appearances, and the testimony 
they gave yesterday is in direct con- 
flict with that given in July by 
Seymour, who testified that he had 
had no connection with the gro- 
cer’s candidacy. 

Seymour Strongly Financed. 

Evidence that the cost of Sey- 
mour’s operations was met by a 
series of contributions from outside 
the state was obtained by the com- 
mittee this morning. 

Examination of his bank records 
show that he received more than 
$5000 in checks from out-of-town 
banks, in the period preceding the 
primary election.

MURDER, SUICIDE) 


President Maxwell C. Byers 
of Western Maryland 
Road Killed by Vice Presi- 
dent Dudley G. Gray. 


BY the Associated Press. : 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 24.—The 
shooting to death of Maxwell 
Cc. Byers, president of the Western 
Maryland Railway, by Vice Presi- 
dent Dudley G. Gray, who then fa- 
tally shot himself, was ascribed to- 
day to differences over the policy 
of the road. The two men were 
found in the president's office, a 
pistol at Gray’s side. 

Detectives ascertained that Byers 
tried to escape, running about his 
office as Gray fired shot after shot 
after him. The door was locked 
and he finally fell, wounded eight 
times. One of the bullets pierced 
his heart. 

Two bullets were found in Gray’s 
body. one close to the heart. It 
was this wound, physicians said, 
that caused his death, four and a 
half hours later in a nearby hos- 
pital. 

Gray had been with the road 17 
years. He was 61 years old. By- 
ers, who was 52, became president 
in 1920. Until 1926, when Byers 
also became chairman of _ the 
beard, Gray made his reports di- 
rectly to the board of directors, 
but *after that the reports were 
handled by Byers alone. 

Many Stormy Conferences. 

Business men who knew them 
told police there had been antag- 
onism between them. Employes 
said they had had many stormy 
eonferences in recent months. The 
two had been at odds over litiga- 
tion in which their railroaa was 
involved. 

“Mr. Byers and Mr. Gray have 
been officials of the Western Mary- 
land Railway for 15 years or 
more.” said a statement issued by 
the company. “While they fre- 
quently differed sharply on mat- 
ters of policy in connection with 
the company’s affairs, we never 
knew them to have any serious 
personal differences.” — 

Aside from opinions that the an- 
tagonism was over the traffic de- 
partment of the road, fellow execu- 
tives could contribute little. 

They said Gray apparently was 
in good spirits when he reached 
the office shortly before noon yes- 
terday and went into conference 
with Byers. They believed, how- 
ever, that he had become obsessed 
with the idea that he was not being 
treated fairly. There was no move- 
ment to retire Gray, his position 
being secure. Neither did Byers 
contemplate resigning, it was said 
at the railroad headquarters. The 
two men never met socially, asso- 
ciates said. 


No Witnesses to Shooting. 


There were no witnesses to the | 
shooting, but the shots were heard | 
by clerks and stenographers in a | 
room separated from the office by | 
@ partition. Bullets nicked furni- | 
ture, shattered windows and | 
ripped a hole in the office door. It | 
was through this hole, minutes | 
later, that a clerk, Charles E. Belt, | 
peered. He saw the president dead | 
on the floor and Gray, dying, a few 
feet away. 

Asked by the clerk who had 
done the shooting, Gray was quot- 
ed as muttering, “That's obvious.” 
He said no more. 

Police took possession of a pistol 
found by Gray’s side with five un- 
exploded bullets in it. From the 
floor, however, were taken 10 
empty shells. At the hospital a 
second pistol, with one bullet, was 
taken from Gray’s clothing. 

Mrs. Byers was taken to the hos- 
Pital and when told of the death of 
her husband collapsed and was 
placed under the care of a doc- 
tor.

The Shaw's Garden horticultur- 
ist reviewed some of the multitude 
éf crosses made in the last month.

these day-blooming tropical flow- 
ers, are thriving in a greenhouse 
closed to the public. Tricker was 
amazed at the speed of the work. 

“Have you been in the water 
day and night?” he asked. “I'll 


be here again in the middle of} 


next August to see what the new 
ones show. With yellow at last in 
the picture, you have an unlimited 
field for new colors. 

“You know,” he said 4 bit 
wryly, “I thought I had the yel- 
low lily, myself, in some seed 
from the Government. 

“So did we,” smiled the Shaw’s 
Garden expert, and Tricker added. 
“It was very disappointing to learn 


from you that the seeds which you’ 


brought to flower turned out to be 
the night-blooming Nymphaea Lo- 
tus from Africa—the well-known 
Egyptian sacred lotus—with noth- 
ing yellow about it except the 
stamens. 

Three More Years of Work. 

“When,” he asked rather 
anxiously, “is the Stuhlmanii g0- 
ing to be released to the public?” 
The grower was informed that Dr. 
George T. Moore, director. of ‘the 
garden, planned “to develop the 
yellow lily and its hybrids here for 
about three years. Tricker re- 
marked that the Washington bent 
grass in front of the yellow lily. 
in the western pool of the en- 
trance plaza, had been worn down 
by throngs of visitors. 


“Yes, about 10,000 persons have | 
come to see the lily since it Was | 


put on display,” replied the garden 
horticulturist. “One man looked 
at it the other day and comment- 
ed, ‘Well, I don’t see any differ+ 
ence in that lily from any other in 
the pond—except that it's yellow.’

This policy was adopt- 
ed by the board to enable those 
building houses to make utility 
service cuts in the concrete, so that 
when the top asphalt eventually 
was laid it would be smooth and 
unmarred. The board considered 
this desirable from the standpoint 
of the lot owner, who is subject to 
special assessment for the final 
pavement and presumably should 
pay less for his 16t than if the sub- 
divider had made complete im- 
provements. 

Director of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks will discuss this situation 
with hjs colleagues on the board.

ON FARMERS’ WIVES 


Ex-Convict Who Collected Dol- 
lars With Letters Signed 
“Betty Lee” Sentenced.

Thomas Barnes, ex-convict, who 
signed himself “Betty Lee” in let- 
ters to several hundred women in 
rural districts of Missouri and 
Iowa, to whom he offered to sup- 
ply “important information” on 
payment of $1, was sentenced to 
two years in Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary by Federal Judge Davis 
today for using the mails to de- 
fraud. Barnes pleaded guilty. 

Barnes, who is about 40 years 
old, hung his head as _ Assistant 
District Attorney Stattler explained 
the charge to the Court. Accord- 
ing to Stattier, the “Betty Lee” let- 
ters concluded with the statement 
“the $1 is for a small debt, which 
someone dear to you failed to pay.” 
Following numerous complaints 
from women in small towzs, Post- 
office inspectors arrested Barnes in 
St. Louis. 

Barnes has a long criminal rec- 
ord, starting with a sentence to 
the Boonville Reformatory 15 years 
ago on a charge of petty larceny. 
He was sentenced to 15 years in 
the Arkansas State Prison, but 
escaped, and later was paroled 
after serving 10 vears. Arkansas 
authorities have informed the Gov- 
ernment they will seek to have 
Barnes returned to prison there 
after he completes his present sen- 
tence.

NAVAL FLYING OPERATIONS 
REDUCED TO SAVE MONEY 


Cut to “Absolute Minimum” Cop- 
sistent With Schedules 
and A

WASHINGTON ‘Sept. 24. — In 


line- with the recent demand of 
President Hoover for economy, the 
Navy Department yesterday direct- 


ed that flight operations through-' 


out the naval aeronautics organiza- 
tion be reduced to “an absolute 
minimum” consistent with ap- 
proved operating schedules and ef- 
ficiency. 

At the same time, Secretary Ad- 
ams directed that the naval station 
at Key West, Fila., be placed in an 
inoperative status not later than 
Nov. 1. Plans previously an- 
nounced said a saving of $200,000 
would result from closing the sta- 
tion. Sixty-nine.service men and 
125 civilians will be affected. 

Categories listed for reduction in 
flying hours were familirization 
an@ practice flights, transportation 
of personnel, administrative flights 
and cross-country training. The 
department said practice flights 
should be confined to those avia- 
tors whose duties are primarily ad- 
ministrative; personnel should be 
transported only to save time; ad- 
ministrative flights could be “ma- 
terially reduced if such flights are 
more carefully supervised;’’ cross- 
country flying should be planned 
to secure maximum benefit.

NEGOTIATIONS OF 
FRANCE AND ITALY 
-END IN FAILURE 


Rome Delegation at League 
Session Announces That 
There Is No Hope for 
Their Success. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Sept. 24.—The Italian 


delegation at the League of Nations 
announced tonight that its tech- 
nical negotiations with the French 
had completely failed and there 
was no hope for their success. 


These negotiations at Geneva there- 
fore have, in effect, terminated. 

The Juridical Committee of 
the Assembly of the League today 
debated further the project of an 
amendment to the League covenant 
to harmonize it with the Kelloxs- 
Briand peace pact, and as the de- 
bate progressed the chances of the 
adoption of such an amendment 
lessened. ° 

Ito of Japan returned to the 
attack and again challenged the 
desirability of modifying the cove- 
nant. He pointed out that in ar- 
ticle 16 the covenant provides for 
sanctions, while the Kellogg-Bri- 
and agreement relies only upon 
moral force. 

The Japanese suggested that it 
would be difficult if not impossible 
to put the Kellogg pact into the 
League’s charter without weaken- 
ing the organization’s right to use 
force in executing an award against 
an offending state. Sweden and 
Portugal had previously taken a 
somewhat similar position. 

While a group, which these del- 
egations represent, fears that put- 
ting the Kellogg-Briand pact into 
the covenant may weaken possi-

It was said informally that these 
advocates of moral force were sus- 
picious of the possible results of 
the proposed amendment. 


What Covenant Provides. 


In its present form paragraph 6 
of article 16 of the covenant, deal- 
ing with means for settling a dis- 
pute, reads: 

“If a report by the Council is 
unanimously agreed to by the 
members thereof other than the 
representatives of one or more of 
the parties to the dispute, the 
members of the League agree that 
they will not go to war with any 
party to the dispute which com- 
plies with the recommendation of 
the report.” 

This paragraph, with the pro- 
posed amendment, would read, “if 
the report by the Council is unani- 
mously agreed to by the members 
thereof other than the represent- 
ative of one or more of the parties 
to the dispute, the members of the 
Lague agree that they will comply 
with the recommendations of the 
report. If the Council’s recom- 
mendation is not carried out, the 
Council shall propose suitable 
measures to give it effect.” 

Use of Force Feared. 

Such a change, declare advo- 
cates of moral forces embodied in 
the Kellogg -treaty, would place 
unlimited power in the hands of 
the council to employ physical 
force, and bind all members of 
the league to comply with the 
council’s award. 

Prof. James T. Shotweil of Col- 
umbia University, writer and paci- 
fist, will leave Geneva tonight after 
spending two weeks here in attend- 
ance at the Assembly of the League 
of Nations. During the two. weeks

When the floodlights are turned 
on at St. Louis Univetsity’s new 
football stadium Friday night for 
the opening game with Cornell Col- 
lege of Mount Vernon, Ia., the spec- 
tators will be assured of a perfect 
view of each play by the $10,000 
lighting system now being  in- 
stalled, 

The work of installing the light- 


ing system was delayed by the late 
arrival of the six steel towers on 
which the floodlight projectors 
will be mounted, but the work is 
advancing rapidly and will be com-

The lighting system, one of the 
most elaborate in the country, will 
illuminate the field with 48 1000- 
watt lamps in mirrored glass flood- 
light projectors mounted on the 
steel towers, 90 feet above the “i « 
iron. The towers have been - 
cated in back of the stands so as 
not to obstruct the spectators’ view 
of the playing field. Thmee of these 
towers will be in back of’the east 
stand. one at the center on the 
50-yard line and the other two at 
the opposite goal lines. The other 
three will be in back of the west |

The light from these powerful 
lamps, which ordinarily would ra- 
diate out in all directions, is con- 
trolled and projected into the play- 
ine area by perfectly constructed 
reflectors and will spread evenly 
over the gridiron. The term “play- 
ing area” is used because much of 
this light will be directed so as to 
cover the highest points and permit 
the following of the ball at all 
times. On the grid proper there 
will be an intensity of light of 15 
foot candles. “Spill light’ or the 
light rays broken from the regular 
beam, will amply light the stands. 

Many fans who have followed 
the Billikens’ basket ball team have 
the opinion that the floor of the 
university’s gymnasium is well 
lighted.

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Baltimore Orioles Intro- 
duced the Concentration 
of Offense in Baseball, 
Including the Hit and Run 
Play, the Bunt and the 
Chop Hit.

F the National League teams 
() inst flourished from 1891 to 
1896, the Baltimore club easily 


topped them all. 

Any time a knot of fans gather 
and begin to appraise 
baseball teams of the past, they 
are not apt to omit Ed, Hanlon’s 
famous Orioles that dazzled the 
nation and captured pennants in 
1894, 1895 and-1896. . 


In my opinion the Orioles should 
rank as one of the three most 
powerful teams in baseball for all 
tihe. The others are Frank 
Chance’s Cubs from 1907 to 1910 
and the Athletics from 1910 to 
1914. 


Orioles Concentrated on Offense. 


In later articles I will discuss 
these two last named teams. 


The Orioles introduced a new 
system of baseball, in which the 
main vote was concentration on the 
offense at the expense of every- 
thing else. 

They used the hit-and-run de- 
vice, bunted to beat the bunt out 
by placing it and originating a 
chop hit which ‘made the ball spin 
and bound so many times that the 
infielder, even if he made a clean 
stop, was seldom able to get the 
ball td first in time to retire the 
batsman. 


They resorted to every artifice 
to plague a pitcher. They -fouled 
of good pitches purposely to make 
a base on balls possible and then 
stoically stood in the way of inside 
pitches so they could be hit with 
the ball and reach first in this 
manner. 


The object of their attack was 
never to give a pitcher a minute’s 
rest. They had such a varied and 
resourceful attack that they gen- 
erally swamped him in the end. 


If a pitcher was going good and 
virtually unhittable, they often 
started a bunting attack that would 
so upset him that he would get off 
his stride and the winning runs 
would be scored. 


The Orioles could do these things 
because they were all good hitters 
and fast on their feet and more- 
over sharp-witted and quick to 
take advantage of any opening. 
They were always surcharged with 
enthusiasm and played at high 
pressure every split second of the 
game. 


John McGraw Lead-off Man. 


John McGraw, able manager of 
the present-day Giants, who ranks 
next to me for continuous service 
with one team as manager, always 
topped the batting order, and his 
only object in life was to reach 
first base. He generally got there, 
for he could hit, bunt and worry 
pitchers into passing him. 


He was an adept at fouling off 
good pitchers to get the fourth

ball that walked him. Billy Keeler, 
who followed, generally bunted 
with McGraw on base, and he was 
mighty difficult to retire, for not 
only did he know how to place his 
bunts, but he could reach first with 
the speed of a whippet. 

For many years he was admit- 
tedly the fastest sprinter in base- 
ball. 

Third in the order was Hugh 
Jennings, who afterwards won dis- 
tinction by piloting Detroit to three 
pennants in the American League. 
Jennings was another brainy man 
at bat. He always ranked high as 
a hitter and could bunt. 


More than one year he led the 
National League in sacrifices by 
bunting with McGraw and Keeler 
on. Jennings had the heart of a 
lion and would never get out of 
the way of a bad pitch unless it 
would hit his head. He had a trick 
of running into pitches, and in 
those days there was no alternative 
but to award a batsman first base 
when he was struck. 

Joe Kelley, a beefier man than 
the first three in the order, was 
the clean-up hitter and it was up 
to him to put the wood against the 
ball, and he could do that. 

Bill Gleason was a fighting sec- 
ond baseman who was also a .300 
hitter and smart base runner. He 
always made a good man for a ball 
team because of his aggressiveness. 
As a second sacker he was abso- 
lutely immune to spikes and would 
never get out of the way of the 
most reientless slider. 

Jack Doyle joined the Orioles 
after Gleason was traded to New 
York. He was a hard hitting, fast 
stepping first baseman. Brodie and 
later Stenzel, completed the regu- 
lars.

not have sufficient players fast and 
smart enough to do such things. 
This recalls an incident that hap- 


pened to me in my final season as 


manager of the Pirates. President 
Kerr had been duly intrigued by the 
wonderful deeds of the Orioles cnd 
he came to me and asked why his 
team couldn’t play that kind of 
ball. 

-This made me smile and I pro- 
tested: 

“Why we haven’t the kind of 
players to do such things. We have 
only two fast men on our team and 
not many of them can bunt.” 

Still President Kerr wasn’t con- 
vinced. Seeing he was adamant, I 
exclaimed: “Well, I will try it 
this afternoon.” 

So I.told my boys that we were 
going to be McGraws, Keelers, and 
Jenningses that afternoon and that 
I wanted everybody on their toes, 
using the hit-and-run and bunting 
when I gave the sign. 

They all laughed at me and I 
couldn’t help smiling myself. In 
the first inhing we put on the hit- 
and-run. The batsman didn’t get 
the sign from the man on first and 
the latter was caught 10 feet at 
second. We kept on this way, but 
never got anywhere. Some of our 
men couldn’t bunt and popped up 
or were so slow that they were eas- 
ily thrown out when they bunted 
correctly. 

President Kerr never made any 
suggestions about the Baltimore 
style of play after that wretched 
afternoon. 

Ed Hanlon, who managed the 
Orioles, was the man who inspired 
them to do these astounding things. 
He must receive full credit for 
building this super team. 

Hanlon never tnred of talking 
baseball to his players and he 
always gave them good advice. 

A good second to the Orioles at 
this time was Frank Selee’s Boston 
club. It won pennants in 1892 and 
1893 and repeated later in the 
decade.

The obtaining of evidence and 
the raiding was all done under my 
direction and on my own initiative, 
with out-of-town investigators 
loaned to me by Commissioner 
Doran. 

The coincidence with Al Smith’s 
nomination was just that and noth- 
ing more. I might have raided 
sooner, but wanted to have my 
Civil Serviee appointment before I 
faced hostile sentiment in New 
York. And the timing of these 
raids was too ticklish a matter to 
be influenced by anything but 
necessity. 

Mrs. Willebrandt did give me val- 
uable assistance and support, for 
which I was most frrateful. I con- 
ferred with her several times be- 
fore the raids. She personally came 
to New York and arranged to have 
a Federal Judge instead of a United 
States Commissioner sign the 
search warrants, because I had 
found that word of search warrants 
sometimes leaked out. She gave 
me special prosecutors who did 
what I considered to be the only ef- 
fective prosecution my enforcement 
efforts ever got. 

Promised Full Support. 

Mrs. Willebrandt told my en- 
forcement assistant, William  D. 
Moss, that she wanted to get be- 
hind me fully in this matter be- 
cause she felt that I had not been 
supported by United States Attor- 
ney Tuttle in the Helen. Morgan 
ease, Of which I told yesterday. 
Moss reported to me that. she 
said she particularly wanted to 
make amends for this. As a mat- 
ter of fact, after my clash with Tut- 
tle, she had suggested that I make 
a new Helen Morgan case. At one 
time she intended to prosecute the 
eases herself, but she was unable 
to do so. 

The prosecutions in these 20 
cases against 98 defendants result- 
ed in fines totaling $18,660; for- 
feitures of $4000; actual jail time 
totaling 125 months and 10 days: 
suspended jail time totaling 138 
months; probation totaling 59% 
years. Out of 18 defendants who 
stood triel, 15 were convicted. 

The credit for this prosecution 
goes to Norman: J. Morrison and 
Leslie Salter, the special assistant 
Attorghys General assigned from 
Washington. Mr. Tuttle prose- 
cuted the fifst case, against the 
Ferndale Club (it was the § only 
prohibition case I ever knew him 
to take part in, but he insisted on 
it as his right) and obtained con- 
victions. But his office balancei 
the effect of this whehi Robert B. 
Watts, his assistant, was held to 
have given immunity to the chief 
defendant in another case; so in 
that there was no conviction. 

Got Night Club Reputation. 

It would have been no use try- 
ing to use*my own men for an un- 
dercover investigation of the night 
clubs. The first man I selected 
was James L. White from Denver, 
who was attached to the Detroit 
office. He came with his wife and 
registered at the Eotel Astor, 
cashed checks on Denver, got him- 
self intO a newspaper as a big 
broom-corn man from Denver. He 
soon learned his way around the 
night clubs; and though he knew 
he was being watched and ques- 
tioned closely at the hotel, his talk 
of business in Denver allayed 
suspicion. 

He knew liquor was being sold 
at the Helen Morgan Club, but it 
was a long time before he could 
make a buy there. One night, get- 
ting out of a taxicab at the club, 
Mrs. White dropped a package con- 
taining a bottle of liquor, which 
broke and ran out on the sidewalk. 
She showed much dismay at this 
apparent accident, and when news 
of the calamity was heard inside 
the club, it. aro 
White for the ti 
liquor. 

Don’t get the idea that it was 
difficult to obtain liquor in these 
night clubs. But since the first 
Heien Morgan raid they had  be-

They. communicated with me 
daily by private telephone wire; re- 
porting their activities, and occa- 
sionally Moss or I met them for 
conferences in taxicabs or automo- 
biles, riding through the streets.

They were clever, Mitchell espe- 
cially. There were two night clubs 
in the same building and the 
agents believed they had the same 
kitchen, from which the liquor was 
served. If this could be estab- 
lished, the conspiracy would be 
widened. 


Fourth Plate of Soup. 


One night—I think it was in the 
Jungle Club—Mitchell pretended 
to be half seas over and hungry. 
He ordered soup. He ate the soup 
with gusto and vociferous enthu- 
siasm. 

“That's the best soup I ever ate,”’ 
he proclaimed, with a smile that 
took everybody around him into 
his confidence. “Bring me an- 
other plate.” 

Mitchell ordered and ate three 
plates of soup, each time becoming 
more conspicuously enthusiastic. 
The manager was laughing at him, 
but Mitchell was deadly serious. He 
arose and announced: 

“That’s the “best soup I ever 
tasted, I want to see the man that 
made that soup.”

Alarm on Eve of Raids. 


As the day of the raids ap- 
proached the situation became 
more tense. I nearly had heart 
failure. A leak would have ruined 
everything. We were preparing the 
cases in Washington for secrecy's 
sake. On the day before the raid 
Mitchell telephoned me and said 
he must see me at once. I drove 
along Lexington avenue and picked 
him up and we drove through Cen- 
tral Park. He told me he was 
afraid the game was up. In the 
Frivolity Club the night. before 
they had refused to sell him liquor, 
even accused him of being a pro- 
hibition agent, but he had laughed 
it off. The fears turned out to be 
groundless, for I put Tyson and 
his wife in that club that night 
and they had no trouble. 

These men were all going around 
with their own wives. We were 
empowered to hire women for this 
purpose, but I never did it if I 
could avoid it. It almost always 
causes trouble. 

Mrs. WHlebrandt had arranged 
for Judge Coleman to sign § the 
search warrants. Morrison and 
my investigators worked on them 
for two days prior to the raids in 
a room in the Hotel Vanderbilt 
and we hoped to have them before 
the Judge at 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon. But they were not ready 
and I went down and sat with the 
Judge in his chambers. He waited 
patiently for hours. 

I had evidence against 35 clubs 
and wanted to raid them all the 
same night, but found I had not 
men enough. I borrowed 10 agents 
from Col. Wynne in Philadelphia. 
They reached New York at 8 p. m. 
-and were taken to a hotel to dress 
in evening clothes. They went out 
that night with the investigators 
and at the time of the raid were 
in various clubs with the investiga- 


tors, but had no idea there was to

were going to raid. When I men- 
tioned the Helen Mogan Club there 
Was a burst of cheering and hand- 
clapping. They knew the experi- 
ence I had had on the first raid. 

Every other time I got a large 
group of agents together the news 
floated uptown as a warning. But 
this night there was none of that. 
Everybody had been too much con- 
cerned about the civil service. 

I haa drawn up a complete plan 
of operation, like a military move- 
ment, with each man assigned to a 
post. At 12:30 a. b.-I started the 
men-out in squads, with orders to 
raid at 1 o’clock. I first warned 
each squad and each man for their 
individual protection to keep el- 
bows touching -until they had 
reached the night club to which 
they had been assigned. 

The plan worked perfectly. The 
only disappointment I had was that 
Texas Guinan was not in her club 
at the time of the raid and that 
Helen Morgan gave an agent the 
slip when. he let her go into a 
dressing roOm. They both surren- 
dered later in the day at my insist- 
ence. 


Indictments Discussed. 


Mr. Tuttle first heard about the 
raids when he read about them in 
the newspapers. We did not confer 
about them until July 13, when he 
called me up and said he would 
like to have lunch with me. At 
lunch, in the Hotel Vanderbilt, he 
was quite affable and showed a dis- 
position to co-operate in the prose- 
cutions. Then we went over to my 
office and talked things over with 
Morrison. Tuttle advised that we 
go before the grand jury at once 
and obtain indictments for conspir- 
acy. Morrison wanted to file an 
information, then he wanted indict- 
ments: for nuisance: but Tuttle 
(quite contrary to his position in 
the first Helen Morgan case) in- 
sisted that conspiracy indictments 
would be the thing. It was finally 
agreed that Tuttle should have his 
assistant, Watts, prepare for the 
grand jury the next week, and Mor- 
rison would present the cases. 

In these raids I had seized a large 
quantity of records which showed 
that hundreds of New Yorkers had 
charge accounts for liquor bought 
in night clubs. Morrison and Leslie 
Salter, who had been sent from 
Washington to assist him, decided 
to subpena a large number of 
these to testify about their pur- 
chases. On Aug. 20 between 50 
and 60 New Yorkers appeared at

‘LAG FAR BEHIND 

NATIONAL IDEALS’ 


Declares It Is Easier to Bor- 
row 85 Pct. on Auto and 
Repay in _ Installments 
Than to Buy House.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Pres- 
ident Hoover today told the first 
meeting of the planning commit- 
tee of his conference on home 
building and home ownership that 


it “should be possible in our coun-’ 


try for anybody of sound charac- 
ter and industrious habits to pro- 
vide himself with adequate hous- 
ing and preferably to buy his own 
home.” 

The committee held its open ses- 
sion at the White House. It was 
set up at the suggestion of Mr. 
Hoover to study the problem of 
home ownership with a view to 
making it easier for the average 
citizen to own a house. 

The President told the commit- 
tee the financing of home build- 
ing, especially through second 
mortgages, is “the most backward 
segment of our whole credit sys- 
tem.” He added it was easier to 
borrow “85 per’ cent on an auto- 
mobile and repay it on the in- 
stallment plan than to buy a home 
on that basis—and generally the 
house requires a higher interest 
rate.” 

The President’ ‘Ss Address, 

“T appreciate very much the high 
sense of public service which has, 
brought you here today,” the Pres- 
ident said. “I would not have 
asked you to come if I had not felt 
deeply that there was a real need. 

“For some years the business 
community, our municipalities and 
great numbers of associations de- 
voted to the promotion of public 
welfare, have interested themselves 
in the problems of more adequate 
housing and home ownership. 

“I will say at once that we have 
a larger proportion of adequate 
housing than any country in the 
world, but we still lag far behind 
our national ideals for homes for 
all our people. Substantial ad- 
vances have been made in some 
parts of the country; great experi- 
ence has been gained and it has 
been the wish of many of these 
groups that. there should be a 
thorough national inquiry with 
view to a summation of this ex- 
perience, the mobilization of exist- 
ing movements and the possible de- 
velopment from it of a new state 
of thought and action.” 

More Than Comfort Involved. 

“Adequate housing,” President 
Hoover continued, “goes to the 
very roots of the well being of the 
family, and the family is the social 
unit of the nation. 

“It is more than comfort that is 
involved, it has important aspects 
of heaith and morals and educa- 
tion and the provision of a/fair 
chance for growing childhood. 

“Nothing contributes more for 
greater happiness or for sounder 
social stability than the surround- 
ings of their homes.

WANTS CITIZENS, NOT ALIENS, 
ON U. S. GOVERNMENT JOBS 


Congressman Bacon Urges Hoover to Give 
Preference to Americans — Says Some Con- 
tractors Hire Cheap Foreign Labor.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—A 
recommendation that Government 
construction contracts carry a stip- 
ulation that preference be given 
American citizens and former serv- 
ice men in employment of labor 
has been made to President Hoover 
by Representative Bacon (Rep.), 
New York. 

“It creates great social discon- 
tent,” he wrote, “when ex-service 
men and other American citizens 
are willing to work and have that 
work refused them because aliens 
may be obtained at less than the 
prevailing scale of wages.” 

His letter was made public to- 
day. 

In a separate communication to 
Secretary Mellon, Bacon said he 
had heard of instances in the Mid- 
dle West, Pennsylvania and -on 
Long Island in which contractors 
recruited labor from remote points 
for work on postoffices and vet- 
erans’ hospitals, bringing it to “an 
already demoralized labor market 
and leaving the local labor sup- 
ply in the rather sorry position of 


spectators.”

Bacon said the United States 
was faced with unemploynient and 
the Government had put in mo- 
tion a vast public building pro- 
gram to help relieve the situation, 
yet it had “permitted itself to be- 
come a partner in approving a 
policy as to labor on Government 
works that it is not countenanced 
by many of our states and by some 
foreign countries, of permitting 
the employment of alieng in pref- 
erence to citizens.” 

While there might be some con- 
fusion, Bacon said, as to how far 
the Government might go under 
the law in giving preference to citi- 
zens in stich employment, funda- 
mentally there should be none. 

“Such a policy, adopted now, at 
a time that is most ripe for it,” 
he said, “would undoubtedly make 
unnecessary some of the measures 
that have been introduced in Con- 
gress and which go much further 
in their aims, and as to which 
there may be considerable conflict 
of opinion, irrespective of what 
view may finally obtain as a mat- 
ter of law.”

The automobile 
has made such communities far 
more practical than ever before. 

Unemployment Angle. 

“Tt am in hopes you can find the 
time and organization to go ever 
farther afield than individual 
home ownership into this whole 
question of housing.

Machinery on the Farm. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR Sunday editorial about the di- 


minishing number of farms is senti- 
mental and touches the heart. Yet it 
seems to go astray as to the economic 
force causing the cityward drift of the 
farm population, 

Mechanization of the farm has made 
feasible the farrhing of larger tracts with 
less manpower. This, of course, reduces 
the number of individual farms, as well 
as the number of individuals per farm 
unit. As a new machine in a factory 
will throw into idleness Many persons, 
so will a series of labor-saving devices 
on the farm release farm laborers. The 
city may lure many from the farm, but 
I dare say more are driven to the city 
through improved farming operations 
which make them no longer useful on 
the farm. And, with all this talk of 
fewer farms and farmers, please remem- 
ber that each year the farm problem of 
overproduction becomes more knotty. 
We cannot seriously advocate the return 
to old farming methods in order 
to encourage a back-to-the-soil move- 
ment, to make room for all these ma- 
chine-expatriated farmers. Nor can the 
machine accept this help, since it is al- 
ready clogging the elevators and ware- 
houses with its overproduction. 

Allow me to add, irrelevantly, that a 
magazine writer this current season sen- 
sibly protested the Government’s further 
reclamation of land for farm use, 

. through irrigation projects, etc., since 
there is already too much land in cultiva- 
tion. He recommended the spending of 
the Farm Board's half billion dollar re- 
volving fund for taking out of cultiva- 
tion all poorly productive, non-paying 
farms, and putting these worn-out acres 
into forests, as we are running short of 
pulp and hunting preserves.

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| THE NATURAL GAS AWAKENING. 

It is not in St. Louis alone that the possibilities of 
natural gas are beginning to be realized. They are 
being realized also in Kansas City, Indianapolis and 
Atianta, all approximately as far away from the gas 
fields as St. Louis. 

The natural gas development 
the Southwest. Notwithstanding many cities in Texas, 
Oklahoma, Kansas and Arkansas have been using it 
for years, it is only recently that capital has under- 
taken to pipe natural gas‘ over great distances. 
The first pipe line to reach St. Louis has just come 
here from the Monroe field in Louisiana. Connec- 
tions with another pipe line going into Indianapolis 
from the Texas Panhandle are to come down to with- 
in 60 miles of St. Louis. The cost of natural gas to 
other Missouri cities is to be about two-thirds the 
cost of ‘artificial gas to the people of St. Louis. The 
supply of natural gas in the Southwest is considered 
almost inexhaustible. The output of the Monroe 
field and the Amarillo field of Oklahoma and 
Texas has been estimated beyond any possible re- 
quirement of it for years to come. 

The prospect that St. Louis may in this way solve 
the smoke problem and escape from the artificial gas 
monopoly is far from a dream. St. Louis is the near- 
est great city to the natural gas field. It is the only 
considerable city close to the natural gas field not 
availing itself of its opportunity. We are not avail- 
ing ourselves of it because we have not fully realized 
what is going on. The awakening might have come 
sooner had not the concern which is bringing natural 
gas to local industries been associated with the same 
concern that enjoys the artificial gas monopoly. 

How long are we to endure such a situation? The 
smoke has destroyed real estate values in St. Louis 
until in old residence centers ike Vandeventer Place 
the mansions of another day sell fer a song. The 
exodus to the county increases as the smoke increases. 
The*health of the community and the value of its 
property, the well-being of its business, are all im- 
paired by the deluge of soot. The artificial gas sup- 
ply has been exploited by profiteers until gas rates 
in St. Louis are among the highest in the country, 
notwithstanding the soft coal fields, from which arti- 
ficial gas is made, are only across the river.

In the Manchester Guardian’s account of the 
Women’s Olympics, recently held at Prague, a Miss 
Walasieweicz of Poland played a star role.

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THE SOCIALIST BUGAGOO. 

It is not a sufficient argument that to put com- 

pensation insurance in the hands of the State at 
the forthcoming Missouri election would be a step 
toward socialism. This, like the objection that it 
would only create another State board, is begging the 
question. The State already has a commission in the 
field administering the compensation law. j 
Ohio is anything but a socialist state, and Ohio 
has the most successful compensation insurance fund 
in the country. It is so successful that more than 
43,000 concerns carry insurance in it, and the cost 
to them is a saving of one-third under the former 
system. It has been operating 12 years. Eighteen of 
the states are either in this business competitively 
or exclusively. There is only one argument which 
lies with any force against the proposal in Mis- 
souri. That is the objection that as politics go in the 
State compensation insurance would not be creditably 
administered. The answer to this objection is that 
our experience with the State Highway Commission 
proves it is possible to put State affairs into the 
hands of capable and efficient men. To confess that 
it is impossible is to admit democracy is a failure. 
There are too many efficient state governments in 
the Union to make such an admission. It would be 
much more courageous of us to believe that we Can 
make Missouri such a state. 
It must be remembered that compensation insur- 
ance is not on all fours with strictly private busi- 
ness. It is a quasi-public business in which both the 
employer and the workman should be protected. This 
explains why so many states, none of them leaning 
toward socialism, are in the compensation insurance 
business, as it explains why all the rest of the states 
are trying in some way to regulate it with fairness 
to both sides. 


GETTING AT THE ROOTS. 

The Assembly of the League of Nations last week 
suspended discussion of peace and war agreements, 
armaments and other outward manifestations of in- 
ternational violence and took up the subject of tariffs, 
economic alliances and reprisals and their usual se- 
quel, economic wars. 

International trade practices were in turn defend- 
ed and condemned. Central European nations, except 
Germany, were represented as dreading the “dumping” 
of Russian agricultural machinery in their territories 
at half price. Other economic subjects, such as over- 
production, the agricultural crisis and ruinously low 
prices, were brought in. The roots of war rather than 
the pacification of the war-minded engaged the atten- 
tion of gentlemen whose business it is to prevent war 
and its causes. 

It is important to observe that the discussion was 
not introduced by doctrinaires and idealists but by 
the logic of events. It may have been heresy to speak 
of the economic policies of member and nonmember 
nations so long as the ruling groups of those nations 
were enjoying prosperity, but now that the hum of 
industrial wheels is silenced and grass is growing at 
the factory door, things will bear a little looking into. 
The result is that the Assembly delegates are dis- 
covering economic anarchy and growing fears and 
animosities, amid which the spirit of peace cannot 
flourish. 

A world which, with one accord, has exalted na- 
tional selfishness as an ideal fit to be taught to 
school children is beginning to see that it does not 
work under all conditions, even to serve the purposes 
of self. Economic facts are inexorable, and only 
when nations adjust their political laws. to them will

; BARGAINING FOR FRANCHISE AID. | 

The desire of the St. Louis Public Service Co. for 
a new franchise, in quest of which it has several 
times failed, is easily recognized as the compelling 
motive behind the company’s sponsorshi of the prof- 
it sharing agreement submitted to its employes last 
Monday. 3 

In order to enlist its 5000 employes in a campaign 
for a new franchise, the company holds out tempting 
inducements to the workers, particularly that large 
group of them included in the local union of the 


Amalgamated Association of Street and Electric Rall- 


way Employes of America. 

Besides offering the employes a 50 per cent inter- 
est in the increase in net income hereafter, the com- 
pany makes these concessions: 

Ratifies the working agreement now in force. 
Recognizes the union without reservation, and 
agrees to collect the monthly dues from its mem- 


ber employes. 

Agrees to the closed shop; that is, that all em- 
ployes coming within the classifications embraced 
by the union must become and remain members. 

Proposes to establish an old-age pension fund. 

Promises to take steps to give the employes 
representation on the board of directors if they 


desire it. 

Any financial benefits to the employes depend on 
the company increasing its net income; that is, the 
amount earned for the common stock after deduc- 
tion of operating expenses, taxes, interest on bor- 
rowed money and dividends on preferred stock. With 
the company’s revenue declining rather sharply from 
the level of a year ago, it is evident an increase of 
net income can be brought about only by stimulation 
of business or drastic reduction in operating ex- 
penses. 

That it is the hope of the company to obtain the 
aid of the employes in the franchise quest is shown 
by the language of the agreement wherein the work- 
ers are pledged “to work at all times to the best in- 
terest of the company and themselves in every way 
possible * * * assisting the company in obtaining 
such operating rights as are fundamentally essential 
to its proper financial and operating departments and 
to effective public service.” And the sale of new se- 
curities is one of the activities for which the aid of 
the employes is sought. 

The employes should not, and of course the people’s 
representatives at the city hall will not, lose sight of 
the: fact that the company now has franchises run- 


franchise can the city have effective home rule over 
the company. Not even the good will of its em- 
ployes can make the company a return upon the 
approximate $13,000,000 to $14,000,000 of water in 
its valuation, and it can only drown itself trying it. 
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A CANINE JAIL BREAK. 

That the sympathy traditionally lavished on the 
under-dog still exists is amply proved by an incident 
such as that of yesterday, when the city dog catch- 
er’s truck upset and 20 prisoners got away. News 
of this was received by the géneral public not with 
sorrow for a regrettable accident to public servants, 
nor yet with the coarse laughter attendant on a 
comic situation. Rather, it was with a feeling of 
glee that the dogs had made a getaway. This is, of 
course, entirely contrary to the best principles of 
public-spirited citizenship. The dogs, cold reason 
assures one, were probably homeless mongrels or 
stray pets which would have been better off in the 
pound. Left at large, they might not get much to 
eat and might endanger pedestrians. Yet, no matter 
how succulent the fare, how spacious the quarters 
or how merciful the destruction of condemned ani. 
mals, the dog-conscious citizen dislikes to think of 
Old Shep or Rover -penned up there, although real- 
izing fully that every city must have such a bastille. 
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CUBA NEAR THE BOILING POINT. 

Senator Walsh of Massachusetts has just returned 
from Cuba with a prediction of early economic col- 
lapse there, accompanied by revolution. “Poverty 
and unemployment are feeding the flames,” he says, 
going on to mention widespread charges of “extreme 
tyranny, disregard of human life, trial without jury, 
dishonesty in office, no free ballot.” Senator Walsh's: 
observations and his prophecy are similar in tenor 
to reports that have been coming continually from the 
island republic for the last six months or more. The 
Latin-American peoples are noted for their quickness 
to rebel against repression. The speedy recognition 
of the new Governments in Peru, Bolivia and Argen- 
tina by the United States doubtless will be received 
as encouraging news to revolutionary parties in other 
Southern republics, including the Cuban Nationalists. 

The concern of the United States in the’ Cuban 
situation is particularly keen in view of the Platt 
amendment, which gives this country the right to 
intervene in Cuba.at any time to maintain that na- 
tion’s independence or to insure a stable government. 
Another important factor is the $1,200,000,000 invest- 
ed in Cuba by American interests. Since Cuba, with 
its soil and climate, is especially adapted to the ‘grow- 
ing of cane, the Hawley-Smoot tariff, with its in- 
creased rate on the Cuban product, has added to dis- 
content and distress in the “sugar bow] of the world.” 

President Gerardo Machado has been accused of 
setting up a dictatorship in which constitutional 
rights and a free press are dead letters. On his elec 
tion in 1924, he declared against a second term 
with the statement, “No power on earth will keep me 
in office one single day longer.” Yet in 1928,.he put 
through an amendment to the Constitution extending 
the presidential term to six years. Having suppressed 
all opposition, he was re-elected, for six years more. 
Machado’s accomplishments in improving Cuba's nat- 
ural assets and in building public works have won 
the support of American business interésts. On the 
other hand, there is widespread plotting against his 
regime, which Machado’s army and police have thus 
far successfully defended.

Suffering from moral superiority complex, the reformer wants to make other people 
equally noble; if he calls police, that is for victim's own good; compulsory 
abstinence viewed by him as a triumph; rejoices in passage of law, whether 
beneficial or not; can’t realize that his tampering has only made matters worse. 


Brand Whitlock in Plain Talk. 


HERE are, of course, reformers and re- 
T sormers; and in speaking of them, as 

one is often tempted to do in these 
times, one must be careful to observe cer- 
tain distinctions, There are wise reformers 
and foolish reformers; reformers one ad- 
mires, and reformers one disapproves. 

Some students of the phenomenon have 
observed a certain resemblance between 
reformers and bores. The two types have, 
for instance, the same patience and tenac- 
ity, the same dogged determination, and, 
worst of all, the same vast leisure. Both are 
impervious to argument and reason; both 
are impatient of interruption and intoler- 
ant of disagreement. And both lack.a sense 
of humor, which is nothing more—and 
nothing less—than an exquisite sense of 
proportion. 

Bores scatter while reformers concen. 
trate. The bore is satisfied with boring; 
all he asks you to do is to sit still. But 
your reformer is not content with this; he 
insists on your changing your habits and 
mode of living, indeed, your very nature, 
When the bore leaves, your torture is over; 
all you have to do the next time is to say 
that you are not at home. But not so with 
the reformer; when he leaves, your torture 
has only begun, for he has gone out to call 
in the police. He is doing it, of course, 
for your good. 

You may not Want anything done for 
your, good, except to be let alone, but he 
knows what is best for you, anf will at 
once take measures to rouse you from such 
callous indifference. 

There has been in recent years a terrible 
recrudescence of moral reformers, al] deter- 
mined to regulate by law the personal hab- 
its of other people whose tastes offend their 
prejudices. Of course the reformers would 
retort that it is not their prejudices—they 
have no prejudices—but their 
that they are trying to inculcate. But even 
so, there are other principles besides theirs 
—and other prejudices. \ And in any event, 
even the possession of a principle does not 
confer the right of forcible interference 
with everybody who does not adopt it. The 
doctrine of free speech is not intended to 
protect merely the right of harangue: there 
is a corollary to it—the right not to listen. 
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The trouble with the reformer is that, 
like everybody in this scientific age, he has 
a complex, and the very worst of all com- 
plexes—the moral superiority complex: he 
wishes to standardize conduct, taste and 
opinion, to make everybody over on a 
model of which he offers himself as the 
not always attractive example. 

And yet he ought to know by this time 
that there is no way of making people 
good, of forcing them to be good. Good- 
ness doesn’t come in that way. Goodness 
comes from within, not from without. Com- 
pulsory abstinence, for instance, is no great 
virtue. If it were, the penitentiary would 
offer the best patterns of the ideal life. 
The man who is sober only because he can’t 
get anything to drink, might as well, for 
all moral purposes, be drunk. He has no 


more grit or backbone—that fs, 
character—than 


he ever had, and character 
is all that really counts, a 
The sin does n 


-wholly in doing 
the things of whic - 


the reformer does not 
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approve; it consists in disagreeing with 
him; that is the real gravamen of the of- 
fense. That is the principle which animates 
him, and it is a principle that has caused 
more pain and trouble in the world than any 
other. In its name wars have been wage 
cities sacked, populations decimated and 
provinces laid waste, In its name men have 
been hanged, drawn and quartered, put to 
the torture, and burned at the stake. 

Most of these antipathies are rural and 
plebeian in their distant origin. They arise 
out of distrust or dislike of the tastes. 
habits, customs, dress, that are supposed to 
prevail in cities or among the well-to-do, 
whose habits are looked upon either as vain 
or vicious. Thus the civil strife over pro- 
hibition is merely the age-old antipathy be- 
tween the country and the city transferred 
to the national field. “God made the coun- 
tryp and man made the town.” 

* * * 

The conflict of opinion and interest be- 
tween Main street and the large cities, be- 
tween agrarian moral standards and indus- 
trial mora] standards, had gone on for 
years in America, but, under our theory of 
government, it was fortunately local, and 
confined within the limits of each state, 
with the State Legislature as its forum. 

So long as the problem was left to local 
experiment there was some chance of find- 
ing a reasonable solution. But when in 
headlong impatience it was precipitately 
transferred to the national arena, it became 
more difficult of solution because other 
and larger issues Were raised; the equili- 
brium of gOvernment was upset, the orig- 
inal theory of our Constitution was altered, 
and each change, in order to be effective, 
demanded another and more radical 
change; so that logically, in the long run, 
the revolutionary process might conceiv- 
ably not come to an end until the state 
governments had been wholly overthrown 
and the Governors superseded by prefects 
appointed by the President, 

That is another, trouble with reformers: 
they never reform anything; they only de- 
form it, and nearly always make matters 
worse than they were before. They set in 
motion a whole train of evil consequences 
that they never imagined when they began,

St. Louis U. Dean Says Doctor 
Should Co-operate With 
Welfare Worker.

The Missouri Tuberculosis As- 
sociation closed its annual meeting 


Y with a luncheon at Hotel Statler 


today ‘under the auspices of .the 
Missouri Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion, devoted to a discussion of 
tLe community, ._.public health, en- 
vironmental and educational as- 
pects of social hygiene. A clinical 
program is. presented this after- 
moon at the St. Louis University 
Medical School. . 

The session this morning  in- 
cluded a round table discussion 
under the direction of the Missouri 
Child Health Council, concerning 
the physical welfare of children. 

In two resolutions the associa- 
tion indorsed the recommendations 
of the State Survey Commission for 
an increase in State hospital facil- 
ities in Missouri with added pro- 
vision for the care of tubercular pa- 
tients, and indorsed steps looking 
toward the integration of 12 agen- 
cies for health conservation now 
operating in Missouri. 

Agencies co-operating’ in 
meeting, which began Monday, par- 
ticipated in a joint meeting last 
night at the St. Louis Medical 
Society auditorium, addressed by 
Dr. Stuart Pritchard of Battle 
Creek, Mich.; the Rev. Alphonse 
M. Schwitalla, dean of St. Louis 
University School of Medicine, and 
Dr. William G. Nelson, president 
of the Missouri Society for Mental 
Hygiene.

Actual- 
ly they spent about $9000 less than 
half the amount of the fines Which 
resulted. When I announced this 
it received much less attention 
than the wild $75,000 tale. I re- 
member how surprised the officials 
in Washington were when they 
learned the actual expenses, Their 
estimates had been about $40,000 
or $50,000.

Magistrate Corrigan in connection 
with the alleged juggling of the 
Alimony Bureau's accounts. 

It also was disclosed by Magis- 
trate Corrigan that he had re- 
quested Commissioner of Accounts 
Higgins to make an immediate 
audit of all the bureau accounts, 
intimating that other arrests may 
follow. 

The men held are Frank J. Mur- 
phy, the cashier, who has been 
connected with the bureau for 21 
years; Maurice A. Lewnowsky, a 
probationtfficer attached to Gen- 
eral Sessions Court, and his broth- 
er, Louis, alse a probation officer 
attached to the Magistrates’ 
courts. 

The three are accused in con- 
nection with an alleged shortage 
of $9995 in Murphy's accounts and 
the cashier is reported to have aéd- 
mitted to Magistrate Corrigan that 
the deficit was caused by loans 
which he had made to the Lew- 


nowskys. 
Former Probation Head Named. 


former head of the Probation Bu- 
reau of the Court of General Ses- 
sions, recently acquitted of falsify- 
ing the bureau payrolls, was 
brought into the case when Mau- 
rice Lewnowsky told police he had 
lent $4500 to Cooley. The tmvesti- 
gation which resulted in the ar- 
rests was begun by the Chief Mag- 
istrate when Emanuel C. Gold- 
smith, clerk of the Alimony Bu- 
reau of the Brooklyn Family Court, 
and Philip A. Mennelia, an acting 
clerk in the same bureau, were 
dismissed because they were wnh- 
able to explain why they were car- 
rying an “emergency fund” of 
$2500 in the safe of the Brooklyn 
court. 

The Chief Magistrate learned 
that Goldsmith and Mennella were 
short $2500 in their accounts in 
April of this year and said their 
explanation was that they had 
lent the money to Maurice Lewn- 
owsky. There were no grounds for 
criminal action against them, but 
Magistrate Corrigan dropped them 
from the service and summoned 
Murphy and George P. Richter, 
chief clerk of the Alimony Bureau. 

Attempt at Restitution. 

On being questioned, Murphy is 
said to have confessed to the $9995 
shortage. He said that the juggling 
of accounts had taken place since 
last January and that only yester- 
day, apparently in an eleventh-hour 
attempt at restitution, Lewnowsky 
gave him two checks on the Indus- 
trial National Bank, one for. $4200 
and another, post-dated Sept 26, 
for $5795. 

On learning this, Magistrate Cor- 
rigan communicated with the bank 
and was informed that Lewnowsky 
had only $11.31 on deposit. The 
part that Louis Lewnowsky played 
in the alleged transaction was not 
made clear. 

Murphy and the Lewnowskys 
were arraigned before Magistrate 
Corrigan and held in $5000 ball 
each for examination Thursday 
afternoon.

History. of Diabetes 
HE history of diabetes and of 
insulin illustrates how. prog- 
ress in medicine results through 
the accumulation of stientific con- 
tributions made by. a host of scién- 
tists. : 
Diabetes is an ancient disease. 
It is mentioned and described even 
in the oldest medical works ex- 
tant. 

For centuries those suffering 
from diabetes. faced a hopeles fu- 
ture. Then gradually there was 
accumulated a knowledge of the 
nature of the disease. 

Students of anatomy "described 
the liver and the pancreas (sweet- 
bread). 

Physiologists studied the com- 
plex. changes which food sub- 
stances undergo in the body when 
they are ingested and assimilated. 


Chemists evolved tests for dis-} 
covering and measuring the pres- | 


ence of sugar in the blood and in 
the urine. 

Pathologists (those -aitentiole 
particularly interested in the body 

. associated with disease) 
pointed out that in diabetes a par- 
ticular part of the pancreas is in- 
volved. 

Finally, a young Canadian phy- 
sician, Dr. Banting, in 1922, dem- 
onstrated insulin as a most effec- 
tive agent in the treatment of dia- 
betes.

The sun had not yet found 
its way into the room, and the 
light was dingy. 

As we stood for a moment at 
the head of the steps I noted a 
small circular iron. stairway at the 
rear leading to a small stee] door 
on the same level as the door 
through which we had entered. 

The arrangement of the mu- 
seum in relation to the house 
which served as living quarters for 
the Blisses, was to prove of con- 
siderable importance in Vance's 
solution of Benjamin H. Kyle’s 
murder, and for purposes of clar- 
ity I am including in this record 
a plan of the two houses. The 
floor of the museum, as I have 
said, was on the street level—it had 
formerly been the “basement” 
floor. And it must be borne in 
mind that the rooms indicated on 
the left-hand half of the plan 
were one story above the museum 
floor and half-way between the 
museum floor and the ceiling.

Y eyes at once searched the 
M opposite corner of the room 

for the murdered man; but 
that part of the museum was in 
shadow, and all I could see was 
a dark mass, like a recumbent hu- 
man body, in front of the farthest 
rear cabinet. 

Vance and Markham had. de- 
scended the stairs while Scarlett 
and I waited on the upper landing. 
Vance went siraightway to the 
front of the museum and pulled 
the draw-cords of the curtains. 
Light flooded the semi-darkness; 
and for the first time I took in the 
beautiful and\amazing contents of 
that great room. 

In the center of the opposite wall 
rose a 10-foot obelisk from Heliop- 
olis, commemorating an expedition 
of Queen Hat-shepsut of the eight- 
eenth dynasty, and bearing her car- 
touche. To the right and left of 
the obelisk stood two plaster-cast 
portrait statues—one of Queen Teti- 
shiret of the seventeenth dynasty, 
and the other a black replica of the 
famous Turin statue of Rameses II 
—considered one of the finest pieces 
of sculptured portraiture in an- 
tiquity. 

Above and beside them hung sev- 
eral papyri, framed and under glass, 
their faded burnt-orange back- 
grounds, punctuated with red, yel- 
low, green and white patches, mak- 
ing splashes. of attractive color 
against the dingy gray plaster of 
the wall. Four large limestone 
bas-reliefs, taken from a nine- 
teenth-dynasty tomb at Memphis 
and containing passages from the 
Book of the Dead, were aligned 
above the papyri. 

Beneath the front windows stood 
a black granite twenty-second-dy- 
nasty sarcophagus fully 10 feet 
long, its front and sides covered 
with hieroglyphic inscriptions. It 
was surmounted by a mummy- 
shaped lid, showing the soul bird, 
or Ba, with its falcon’s form and 
human head. This sarcophagus 
was one of the rarest in America, 
and had been brought to this coun- 
try by Dr. Bliss from the ancient 
necropolis af Thebes. In the cor- 
ner beyond was a cedar-wood statue 
of an Asiatic, found in Palestine—a 
relic of the conquests of Thut- 


mose III.

EAR the foot of the stairs on 
N which I stood loomed the ma- 

jestic Kha-ef-Re statue from 
the fourth dynasty. It was made 
of gray plaster of Paris, varnished 
and polished in imitation of the 
original diorite. It stood nearly 
eight feet high; and its dignity and 
power and magistral calm seemed 
to dominate the entire museum. 

To the right of the statue, and 
extending all the way to the spiral 
stairs at the rear, was a row of 
anthropoid mummy cases, gaudily 
decorated in gold and brilliant col- 
ors. Above them hung two enor- 
enlarged tinted photo- 
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feet—and had a ceiling almost 20 feet high.

does pretty much as he is told. 

Consequently, behold mother’s 
surprise ‘and resentment when her 
3-year-old answers the summons 
to his dinner with, “I don’t want 
to.” But isn’t this assertiveness 
quite natural? The cihld is begin- 
ning to think of himself as an in- 
dividual, no longer simply a part 
of his mother. He is beginning to 
sense that he has desires and wants 


T ave very young child usually 
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of his own, and to be articulate 
about them. 

At this age, a certain amount of 
self-assertion is natural and 
healthy. We should handle it-with 
good humor and quiet, calm. firm- 
ness. If we go to the balky child 
and gently take his hand, saying 
cheerfully, “Now, we're going to! 
have our dinner,’’ he will almost 
invariably come with us. 

But how often is perfectly nor- 
mal self-assertion aggravated by 
unwise handling! If mother angri- 
ly says to the chilad who ts refusing 
the call to dinner, “Well, the idea! 
You come here this instant. IT'll 
teach you who's boss around here!” 
the young one will! probably be- 
come rebellious and absolutely re- 
fuse to budge. Then we shall have 
a tug of war, possibly followed by 
punishment, tears and  astrained 
nerves. A. child usually enjoys a 
scene! It makes him the center 
of attraction and it appeals to his 
dramatic sense. Ye should avoid 
scenes as we @o the plague. 
Self-assertion is also aggravated 
by too much interference and too 
much directing. The youngster who 
is constantly “do-ed” and “don’t- 
ed,” ‘very naturally rebels, and 
sometimes ends by refusing to do 
anything that’ he is told. A good 
deal of “letting alone” is a wise 
policy. | 

Of cotirse, that doesn’t mean that 
we should allow the children to 
run wild, without any suidance 
whatsoever. Young ones have to 
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be taught the difference between 


along in the everyday world. We 
shouldn’t meet balkiness § with 
anger and excitement, but, on the 
other hand, we can’t’ afford to 
“give in” to the youngsters. As 
goon as.a child discovers that if he 
makes sufficient fuss he will not 
have to do what is required, we 
are lost! 

So let us interfere with what our 
little one is doing only when abso- 
lutely necessary, and let us give 
him frequent opportunities to ex- 
press his own budding individual- 
ity. But let us be sure that our 
few, necessary commands are 
obeyed. If we are understanding, 
good-humored, self-controlied, tact- 
ful and patient I feel confident we 


shall have little trouble!

Tailored Lace Curtains 


W EARY of ruffled hangings at 


the windows, many homemak- 
ers exhibit a preference for 

lace and net types done in the tai- 
lored manner. Plain and shadow 
fringe net are gaining in favor, the 
patterns tending toward old-fash- 
joned designs and very simple.
